The Lindberghs left Point Bar- 
row after weather reports here in- 
dicated cleating skies and the end 
of rain which had been falling for 
two days. About two hours after 
they left Point Barrow on the 523- 
mile hop, fog began to settle here. 

Although first information did 
not give the cause of the landing, 
it was thought here that the fog 
had extended up the coast and they 
descended rather than risk coming 
into a heavier bank later. 


It was a disappointed crowd that 
turned from the beach here, where 
practically the entire population of 
the town had been waiting for al- 
most two hours, when word was re- 
ceived the Lindberghs would not 
arrive until later today. Prepara- 
tions had been made for the land- 
ing and flares and huge piles of 
driftwood and old lumber were all 
ready to be lighted. 

This is the second fog the Lind- 
berghs have encountered since ar- 
riving in Alaskan territory. While 
flying from Aklavik, N. W. T., Sat- 
urday, they ran into a bank east of 
Barrow, but flew around it and 
landed in clear weather at their 
first Alaskan stop. 


Passes Coast Guard Cutter. 


Within an hour after Lindbergh 
lifted his ship from the lagoon at 
Point Barrow, leaving behind the 
most northerly point on the tour 
to the Orient, he was reported 
passing over the Coast Guard cut- 
ter Northland at Wainwright, 80 
miles southwest of Point Barrow. 

About the same time Mrs, Lind- 
bergh radioed from the plane that 
all was well. 

The cutter, bound for Point Bar- 
row, was to have unloaded fuel 
supplies for the Lindberghs there, 
but was unable to keep the ap- 
pointment because of heavy ice 
packed along the shore. 

Nearly the entire population of 
Point Barrow, including eight 
whites and several hundred 
Eskimos, looked on as Lindbergh 
warmed up his motor. He started 
the engine more than two hours 
before the plane took the air. A 
final check of the motor delayed 
the start. 

Some lessons in Aretic lore 
helped to while away the time at 
Point Barrow.

COTTON GROWERS 
URGED TO PICK TWO 
ROWS, LEAVE THIRD 
Mississippi Governor Thinks His 
Plan Would Send Price 
to 15 or 20 Cents.

This plan, the Gov- 
ernor said, would cut the Govern- 
ment estimate from 15,000,000 to 
less than 10,000,000 bales this sea- 
son. 

“The situation is so desperate,” 
Bilbo’s telegram said, “that farm- 
ers must organize for their own 
salvation.”

MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC PLANT 


16 Pct. Reruction Follows -Mod- 
ernization of Sysiem P&ir For 
Out of Earnings.

Decline in Dollar Value for 1931

8 per cent decrease in department 
store sales in July as compared to 
June was shown yesterday in the 
monthly report of the Federal Re- 


serve Board. For the first seven 
months of the year, department 
store sales-also were 8 per cent 
smaller than for the same period 
in the previous year. 

The drop in July as compared to 
June was greatest in the Dallas 
district where the decrease was 17 
per cent. The Kansas City dis- 
trict had a decrease of 15 per cent 
while St. Louis dropped 12. Bos- 
ton and Minneapolis 10 per cent, 
Cleveland, Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco, 8; New York and Philadet- 
phia, 7, and the Richmond dis- 
trict, 4. 

For the seven months of the year 


St. Louis had the greatest decrease 


with a drop of 12 per cent, with 
Dallas following with 11 and Chi- 
cago 10. The figures on the total 
decrease for the country were ob- 
tained from 523 department stores 
in 231 cities. 

The survey for the country is 
based on dollar values. As retail 
prices this year average 15 per 
cent less than in 1930, it is stated 
the volum sales are substantially 
above those of last year.

HEN, EGGS DROPPED 
‘SAFELY FROMPLANE - 
BY NEW PARACHUTE 


Soviet Aviation Experts Test 
Device Intended for Air 
Mail Use. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 11.—A hen and 


a basket of eggs have successfully 
demonstrated the practicability of 
a new parachute designed to drop 
articles from airplanes without 
damage. 

Tests were made recently at the 
Moscow Airdrome by Soviet avia- 
tion experts. The hen, strapped to 
a basket filled with eggs, dropped 
3250 feet. It survived, clucking 
vigorously, and not an egg was 
broken. \ 

The parachute is very small] and 
is not yet adapted to human use. 
It consists of a rubber-covered, 
air-filled bag attached to a regu- 
lation, umbrella-like apparatus, It 
costs only 60 rubles (nominally $25) 
to build, and its designers say it 
surpasses any similar contrivance 
because it drifts earthward much 
slower.

6.5 PCT. SINCE FIRST OF YEAR 


Labor Bureau Reckons Largest De- 
cline in Clothing, Next in Food 
Compared With 1920 Figures. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—An 
estimate that the cost of living in 
the United States is 6.5 per cent 
cheaper now than it was at the be- 
ginning of the current year was 
made today by the Department of 
Labor. 
Retufns from 51 cities on food 
prices and from 32 cities on cloth- 
ing, rents, fuel, light, house fur- 
nishings and other items form the 
basis of the estimate. 
During the six months of 1931, 
it was said, food prices dropped 
13.8 per cent, house furnishings 6 
per cent, fuel and light 5.5 per 
cent, clothing 4.6 per cent and rents 
3.1 per cent. Articles in the mis- 
cellaneous group dropped only .7 
per cent, 
Making comparisons with the 
peak rrices of June, 1920, the re- 
port calculated clothing could be 
purchased 49.2 per cent cheaper 
now than it could be bought then.

Skye exhibited a letter from 
Commissioner Crow on July 30, 
giving permission to erect the ban- 
ner, which was strung from his 
store to the top of the building op- 
posite. It was erected by a) awn- 
ing company licensed by the city. 

Banner Ordered Down. 

Five days later Skye received 
another letter from Crow stating in 
regard to the permit issued, “I find 
I have exceeded my authority in 
issuing same.’ The letter directed 
Skye to take down his banner and 
quoted city ordinances prohibiting 
signs that extend more than three 
feet from the building line. 

“The enforcement of the ordi- 
nance against me is  discrimina- 
tion,’’»Skye declared. ‘‘During the 
, election, Mayor Doyle himself had 
a banner hung across. the street 
from his campaign headquarters.”

“The permit was not withdrawn, 
however, because he is making ice 
cream. Skye is a smal] competitor 
and the volume of business he is 
doing does not affect our plant. 
Skye is prejudiced against me per- 
sonally. If neighborhood retailers 
cut the price of our ice cream, 
they did it to meet his price, and 
nothing wrong in that.” 


Skye related that after he began 
deliveries a State food inspector 
called who said he had been ‘’sent” 
there, but reported that the State 
laws were being complied with. 
“Next came a union official who 
told me IE. would have to raise the 
price and employ union drivers or 
the drivers at the Home plant

QUICK EXPANSION 
UF NAVY PLANNED 
IN EVENT OF WAR 


This Is Principal Change in 
Policy Since 1928 State- 
ment Was Issued by Sec- 
retary Wilbur. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Ang, 11,—Main- 
tenance of the naval establishment 
in such a state as to permit rapid 
expansion in the event of war is 
emphasized in a statement of the 
United States naval policy made 
public by the Navy Department. 
The principal change in the 
statement, which bears the signa- 
ture of Secretary Adams, from 
that irsued in 1928 under Secre- 
tary Wilbur is a call for organizi- 
tion ofthe navy “as far‘as pos- 
sible so that expansion only will 
be necessary in the event of war.” 
In line with this principle is an 
addition to the operating policy 
which would provide for operating 
“naval districts,: yards, stations 
and bases for the maintenancs of 


the flect and their operation in 
peace so that these activities can 
be expanded f6r war.” 

Industrial mobilization in time 
_of war is contemplated under an- 
| otHer new provision. This says a 
| part of the policy is “to determine 
}emergency material needs; to pian 
‘for their procurement and to co- 
ordinate these plans with those of 
the War Department.”

Missouri 
corn stood the dry weather of July 
better than in 1230.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRING to the letter of Harry F. 


Porter, managing director of the 
Granite City Industrial Bureau, entitled 
“Not Wage Cuts, but Readjustments”:

The difference in 
price between three bushels of wheat and) 
100 pounds of flour is what feeds’ the 
kitty. 

In 35 years in the building business, I 
have yet to find that dodo bird who 
builds anything merely because it is 
cheap. Building booms invariably fol- 
low, seldom precede, increases in earn- 
ings of those who use buildings. Churches 
are built when congregations thrive; 
bonds are voted to build new _ schools 
when money to pay taxes is in circula- 


NEXT WINTER. 

The country is facing a difficult winter. The sub- 
ject is engaging the anxious consideration of thought- 
ful citizens everywhere. Disquieting expressions 
have been made, such as that of President Green of 
the American Federation of Labor at New Bedford 
a short time rgo. Violence attending the eviction of 
a tenant in Chicago brought Mayor Cermak back 
from his vacation, with the suggestion that a special 
session of the Illinois Legislature be called to author- 
ize a municipal tax on luxuries to provide for the 
city’s unemployed.

His inquiry has included 
conferences with state officials, business, financial 
and labor leaders and officers of relief organizations. 
The first fact to be determined, he correctly says, 
is “the probable volume of the load of distress.” 
Government agencies are conducting an investigation 
which it will take a month to complete. When their 
reports are filed, it will be possible to decide on the 
character and methods of national organization nec- 
essary to coordinate with and support other relief 
activities. 

No suggestion of direct Federal aid appears in Mr. 
Hoover’s statement, from which it seems a fair in- 
ference that the President, who defeated such pro- 
posals last year, is still opposed to that plan. Further 
warrant for that deduction may be found in the as- 
sertion that “the problem was successfully handled 
last winter.” From that position public opinion will, 
in some instances, gravely dissent. But without la- 
boring the point, it is obvious, we think, that volun- 
tary subscriptions cannot be depended upon to re- 
spond.as generously as a year ago.

Chiropractic Disdains Medicine.

In discussing the problems of the 
medical school and medical doctor, he 
said, “Another result of this situation is 
that osteopaths and chiropractors are 


using our textbooks and attending our 


clinics, and some of them have acquired 
a fair technic in modern surgery, medi- 
cine and the specialties. This is par- 
ticularly to be deplored because they 
have had no pre-medical training, nor 
have they had the pre-clinical training 
in medicine.” 

This seems to create an impression 
that chiropractors in general use medical 
textbooks, attend medical clinics to gain 
a bit of medical knowledge in order to 
bungle with the practice of medicine and 
surgery. Such js not the case. AS a 
matter of fact, the thoroughly trained 
competent chiropractor has been taught 
through the science, art and philosophy 
of chiropractic to deal with the cause of 
so-called disease, rather than to treat 
effects. Chiropractic is a separate and 
distinct health science. It is fundamen- 
tally different from that of any other 
health profession, and the straight and 
competent chiropractor docs not attempt 
to use the practice of medicine or sur- 
gery in the practice of chiropractic, but 
remains within the bounds of the chiro- 
practic principle and teaching. Neither 
does the Palmer School of Chiropractic 
teach the practice of medicine and sur- 
gery, but confines its teaching strictly to 
the fundamental principle of chiroprac- 
tic. The Chiropractic Health Bureau or 
the American Bureau of Chiropractic 
does not recognize any practitioner of 
chiropractic unless such practitioner con- 
fines his practice strictly to chiropractic 
principles.

Burns says: 


Private philanthropy cannot possibly raise all 
the funds needed to meet the aggregate demand. 
The larger percentage of the‘direct relief bur- 
den must be met through municipal and county 
appropriations. Public officials in many cities 
realize this. In Boston, for example, 95 per cent 
of the direct relief burden is being met from the 
city treasury, and there is every intention of 
maintaining this percentage. In Chicago, with 
all its financial difficulties, at least half of the 
relief burden is being, and will be, met out of 
public funds. In many places, notably Cleveland, 
Philadelphia and New York, all funds raised for 
emergency relief have been exhausted, with the 
year only half gone, necessitating not only ad- 
ditional emergency campaigns but additional 
emergency appropriations. 

As to local units of government, municipal poverty 
in the United States is notoriously chronic. Needed 
improvements are delayed, desirable proposals re- 
jected for lack of money. Here in St. Louis, Comp- 
troller Nolte’s veto of this suggestion or that project 
is familiar to us all. That is the experience, broadly 
speaking, of all our cities. 

What of the states? According to the New York 
World-Telegram, “the Scripps-Howard newspapers 
have received telegraphic reports from 33 Goyer- 
nors which show that states covering more than 
half of the national population have no further funds 
available for direct unemployment relief and no way 
of obtaining funds next winter.” 

Nevertheless, relief will have to be provided. There 
is nothing to be added to, and nothing subtracted 
from, Mr. Hoover’s verdict that “the problem, what- 
ever it may be, will be met.” The only question is, 
How will it be met? It is unnecessary to say that we 
are confronted by an extraordinary emergency. The 
third winter of the depression is a condition before 
which theory will have to yield. If private philan- 
thropy and local resources are unequal to the obli- 
gation of caring for the needy, the Federal Govern- 
ment will have no option in the premises; it will 
have to step into the breach, as many members of 
Congress urged last year, and tax chose who have 
for those who have not. 
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DR. CARSON. 

Dr. Norman Bruce Carson, dean of physicians and 
teachers of medicine in St. Louis, enjoyed the double 
influence of the practitioner who taught what he 
practiced and the teacher who practiced what he 
taught. One of the founders of the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School and a beginner in brain, 
spine and stomach operations, he left, when he re- 
tired 11 years ago, an impress upon his profession 
such as few men are privileged to engrave. Inter- 
estingly enough, the news account of his death re- 
called how as a boy he listened to river men, in- 
cluding a young Missourian by the name of Sam 
Clemens, telling stories in his father’s waterfront 
store; how the Carson home, during the Civil War, 
gave refuge to a Confederate spy; how he shot game 
in the wilds of Canada and built bird houses and 
toy boats at his basement workbench for _ small 
friends. His chief service was to the medicine of 
St. Louis and Missouri, though he had important na- 
tional and international connections. A resident of 
distinction passed in the death of Dr. Carson. 
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JAPAN’S GRIEVANCE. 
Globe-girdling aviators are too busy zooming from 
one fueling stop to the next to have either time or 
inclination for espionage. Yet Japan has worked up 
a full-sized spy scare over Pangborn and Herndon, 
and has seized their plane because they took pictures 
from it. There is a large element of humor in this 
episode, but it also calls attention to a sore spot in 
the Nipponese bosom which does not heal with the 
years. This is the matter of Japanese exclusion, a 
Federal statute which perpetuates ill feeling beyond 
the power of disarmament pacts and good will mis- 
sions to dissolve. The “gentlemen's agreement,” by 
which Japan agreed to prevent immigration of la- 
borers to the United States, met this country’s 
wishes, and was satisfactory to the Japanese, for 
there was about it no stigma of discrimination 
against an inferior or undesirable people. When Con- 
gress, in 1924, disregarded this arrangement and 
voted exclusion at the behest of demands from the 
West coast, it was a blow to Japan’s national pride. 
Extension of the quota system to Asiatic nations, 
similar to that applied to Europe, would remove this 
grievance. Japan’s quota would be 185 @ year. 


immigration on the part of the Pacifie coast, for 
there would be no danger of the invading torrent 
of Orientals which its people once feared. Were 
this source of irritation removed, such harass- 
ments as those to which Pangborn and Herndom are 
being subjected probably would give way to the gen- 
erous hospitality for which Japan is famed. 
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SANITY PREVAILS IN GERMANY. / 
Sunday’s referendum in Prussia was of far greater 
importance than the matter immediately at issue— 
dissolving of the provincial Diet and holding of new 
elections. International attention centered on the 
vote, for radicals of both left and right were united 
in opposing the moderate Socialist Government. “As 
Prussia goes, so goes the Reich,” may; be accepted 
as a political truism, for the province comprises al- 
most two-thirds of both Germany’s population and 
area. After the stormy times of the last few weeks, 
it is reassuring that Prussia, and by inference all 
Germany, does not accept the glamorous promises of 
the extremists, but gives a decisive vote in favor of 
the present Government, with its conciliatory poli- 
cies. Although both Communists and National So- 
cialists expected to profit by the present crisis, the 
ballot count shows a decrease in the number of their 
supporters from the returns of last September. Ger- 
man credit and standing in the eyes of the world 
are great gainers from this repudiation of Bolshev- 
ism, treaty nullification, militarism, intolerance and 
confiscation, for which the opposition stood. 
There have been other recent indications that the 
calmness and common sense which have seen Ger- 
many through the crucial post-war years still sur- 
vive. The financial crisis caused many to lose their 
heads, but the reopening of German banks last week 
was accomplished quietly and without continuance 
of the runs that preceded their closing three weeks 
before. President von Hindenburg’s relaxation of 
newspaper censorship indicates that faith in free- 
dom of the press still prevails. Chancellor Bruening, 
returning from London without the extensive loans 
he sought, was not forced out of office. The people, 
it seems, have taken Premier MacDonald’s advice to 
work out their own salvation, and have reposed trust 
in his assurance that the other nations will not per- 
mit Germany to collapse. Casting out the false 
prophets of Hitlerism and Communism indicates that 
constructive philosophies still hold the reins. 
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MEDICINE MAN STUFF. 

Even so serious a show as the hearings of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on the railroads’ ap- 
plication for an increase of freight rates is not 
without its comic relief. Yesterday appeared before 
the Commission one Noah W. Cooper of Nashville, 
Tenn., chairman of the Methodist Sabbath Crusade 
Commission, *to give his version of the. railroads’ 
misfortune. It is, according to Mr. Cooper, because 
the railroads break the Sabbath by running trains 
on Sunday. 

There is a certain charming simplicity about Mr. 
Cooper’s view, closely related to the beliefs of prim- 
itive peoples who ascribed everything they could not 
understand to some unseen and mysterious power. 
Seen from his point of view, of what use are charts, 
graphs, rate tables, Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sions, lawyers, railroad presidents and so on? One 
good, old-fashioned medicine man, soothsayer or 
erystal gazer could solve the whole problem in a day. 
And when he got through with the railroads, we 
could put him to work on wheat, unemployment, Ger- 
many, disarmament and prohibition.

THE ARGUMENT OVER 4 PER CENT BEER. 

If we were the referee in the argument between 
August A. Busch and Richard H. Scott as to wheth- 
er the legalization of beer would be of economic value 
to the country at the present time, the decision 
would go to Mr. Busch. He has compiled an impos- 
ing array of facts and figures showing that the brew- 
ing industry employed 1,250,000 persons, directly and 
indirectly, used 80,000,000 bushels of grain, burned 
3,200,000 tons of coal and paid large sums in Fed- 
eral taxation. If the brewing industry were to be 
restored, it goes without saying that employment 
would increase, agricultural surpluses would be de- 
creased and allied industries would benefit. 

It seems to us, however, the argument is aca- 
demic, since the likelihood of legalizing beer is ex- 
ceedingly remote, short of the collapse of the whole 
prohibition structure. The drys show no sign of com- 
promise and are prepared to stand by the noble ex- 
periment to the last ditch. The wets are equally ad- 
amant. It is significant that, in the Literary Digest 
poll of 1930, wets favoring outright repeal outnum- 
bered wets favoring modification, 1,943,052 to 1,399,- 
314. Under the terms of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead Act, as construed in many United 
States Supreme Court decisions, no moderation is 
possible short of nullification. 

If beer were legalized, it would not cure the evils 
of prohibition. The country’s appetite for hard liquor 
has grewn enormously under prohibition, and the 
business of appeasing. it would continue to flourish. 
We would still have bootleggers, hijackers, alcohol 
cookers, smugglers and all the rest of the miserable 
gentry that came into being when the wowsers under- 
took to make-the United States a nation of total ab- 
stainers. There is only one way out of the tragedy 
of prohibition and that is to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment, substituting for it a sensible system of 
regulation of the liquor traffic. 
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GOLF IN SWADDLING CLOTHES. 
Knickers are disappearing from the fairways. Ad- 
dicts arrayed in the ancient costume may still be 
in the majority, but the number of those swaddled 
in flowing draperies is swiftly increasing. That 
they will presently dominate the scene is a fore- 
cast which any congenital prophet of gloom would 
confidently hazard. The trade name for the long 
pants is “slacks,” and it is correctly chosen. It is 
a slovenly attire, with nothing to recommend it ex- 
cept that it is the dictum of fashion. Oh, it may 
vouchsafe solace and comfort to the occasional un- 
fortunate whose pipe-stem legs evoke tittering 
glances and now and then a piteous sigh, but does 
such consideration justify this cowardly and con- 
cealing mode?

Since other nations can buy from us only if they sell here, restriction of imports by 
tariff results in declining exports; industries producing for foreign trade lose 
business, adding to unemployment; only general contraction in cconomic structure 

can adjust country to this situation; lowering of rates urged to stimulate business.

From an Address by Benjamin M. Anderson Jr., Economist of the Chase National 
Bank, New York City, Before the Foreign Policy Association. 


E& are in the midst of a severe busi- 
W ness depression which is world-wide. 
The most serious obstacle in the way 
of early recovery is the state of our foreign 
trade. The most serious obstacle in the way 
of the revival of our foreign trade is our 
high protective tariff. The quickest way to 
get out of the existing depression is to re- 
duce our tariff so that our foreign.custom- 
ers may sell more goods here and gét more 
dollars with which to buy our goods. If 
we do not buy, we cannot sell. If we do not 
buy enough, we cannot sell enough. 
Bankers and economists have been tell- 
ing the country this ever since the World 
War. But the country has been slow in 
learning the lesson. 
. * * 


We are in an unbalanced business situa- 
tion. Lacking satisfactory export markets, 
we have too large a proportion of our labor, 
capital and land geared up and equipped for 
producing goods for export, and, unless we 
can improve our export markets, we must 
shift a very substantial proportion of our ac- 
tivities from producing for export to pro- 
ducing for the domestic markets. 

Taking time enough, we can finally re- 
adjust ourselves, and the rest of the world 
can readjust itself, to this tariff situation. 
We can curtail agricultural production; we 
can abandon farms, and farmers can move 
to the cities and find new ways of making 
a living. We can reduce the production of 
automobiles, of copper, of oil, of cotton, of 
agricultural machinery and other import- 
ant export lines. We can crowd more of our 
population into those lines engaged in pro- 
ducing for the domestic market. But this 
is a slow process, and a painful process, and 
an unnecessary process. 

We can cut through and can make this 
readjustment unnecessary if we can restare 
our foreign trade, and we can do that by 
lowering the tariffs. 

* * * 


From many parts of the world compéaints 
come of surpluses of goods. The cry of 
overproduction comes to us at a time/when, 
all over the world, production is sharply 
lowered from what it was a year or two ago. 
There is talk of overproduction of in and 
livestock. Certainly we have more of these 
basic foods in the United States than. our 
people can consume. But there gre many in 
Europe eating blaek bread who, would giad- 
ly eat white bread if they could afford it, 
and there are many in Eu e eating meat 
once a week who would g¥adly eat meat 
three, four or five times a week if they 
could afford it. They cannot afford it be- 
cause their hands are tied by lack of mar- 
kets for the fine productg which they turn 
out with limited tools ayd machinery. 

With an abundance 6f skillea handwork, 
they make fine things which we cannot 


make so well in this country because labor 

is relatively searce and high-priced with us, 

and we use our labor economically for mass 

production in combination with great 

masses Of machinery and equipment, or in 

combination with our broad acres of land. 
” . * 

A surplus and glut of agricultural products 
exist here, and a surplus and glut of fine, 
artistic manufactures in Europe—or a sur- 
plus capacity to produce fine manufactures. 
If the tariffs were lowered, these gluts 
would disappear. We would trade them off 
for one ancther. The prices of our farm 
products would rise, and the buying power 
of our farmers would rise. The prices of 
European manufactures would rise, and the 
European workman, springing eagerly to 
his tools, would produce more of them to 
buy white bread and the meat five times a 
week. 

The restoration of the general buying 
power of our export interests in the United 
States, agriculture, copper, oil, automobiles 
and numerous other important interests, 
would so greatly increase demand for the 
products of American manufacturers that 
few indeed among them could complain of 
loss because the tariffs were reduced, 

The tariff does not tell the whole story of 
our great depression, of course. The wheat 
situation especially has become incredibly 


difficult. Lowering the tariffs would not 
correct all the evils. But it would help 
enormously. 


I do not propose now that we should 
abandon the protective tariff, or that we 
should go to a free trade basis. I propose, 
rather, such a readjustment of the tariff as 
will avoid the necessity of a further read- 
justment, a further drift of population from 
country to city, a further abandonment of 
farms. I propose a reduction in the tariff, 
not in the interest of readjustment and 
change, but in the interest of stability. 

We can hold imports down, if we will, by 
maintaining our tariff policy, but we can do 
it only at the price of prolonging the depres- 
sion. And even though we hold imports 
down, we cannot permanently avert the im- 
port surplus, because we cut our exports 
when we cut our imports. We can control 
the import side of the balance sheet, but 
the outside world has a voice with respect 
to the export side. 

Is it not time for us to forget politics and 
consider this question as a business matter?

St. Louis authorities stopped the 
use of the third degree for prac- 
tical as well as humane reasons.

Babies in Summer 


OME 25 sare age an enterpris- 
Gi staastician established the 

fact that in New York City 
there was a direct correlation be- 
tween the softness of the asphalt 
and the deaths of infants. 

This astonishing correlation did 
not establish any effect of soft as- 
phalt on babies’ health. The simple 
fact was that heat softens asphalt 
—heat also taxes the babies’ 
strength. 

While older people find winter 
the most trying season, infants are 
taxed by the hot months. 


One explanation is that babies 


have less body surface per unit of 
body bulk than do thé ddults, 
hence radiate their heat less read- 
ily. 

Also, they are more liable to gas- 
tric upsets; also during the hot 
months food becomes spoiled more 
readily. 


By observing a few simple pre- 


cautions, the young child can be 
made pboti. comfortable and safe 
during the summer. Infants and 
babies should be let alone as much 
as possible. They should not be 
handled unnecessarily. 

They should not be exposed to 
contamination or infection by be- 
ing indiscriminately hand! sd | 
around. 


Babies should be protected 
against insects, particularly the 
dirty house fly, and this precaution 
should affect not only the babies 
themselves, but their utensils and 
food, 


Every effort should be made to 
keep the child cool. Its clothing 
should be light in weight and color 
and shou!d fit loosely. 

While the child should be kept 
outdoors, it should be protected 
against direct rays of the sun. 


Three or four spongings with 
tepid water will keep the baby 
comfortable, and in the very hot 
days, added comfort for the child 
can be secured by wiping its head 
and face every hour or so with «@ 
cool, moist cloth. 

Care should be taken that the 
child has plenty of cool, not cold, 
water to drink. It can’t speak up 
to say, ‘‘I'’m thirsty.’
